35  1.  From  the  given  drawing  of  a flower,  leaf  and  bud, . 

make  four  different , carefully  drawn  sketches  that 
could  be  used  as  units  for  design. 

Make  one  drawing  in  a 2"  square,  another  in  a circle 
with  radius  1",  the  next  in  a rectangle  2f"  x : 
and  the  last  in  a triangle  base  4",  altitude  2".  Fin- 
ish in  pen  and  ink  outline  or  a clear  pencil  outline.

35  2.  Make  a drawing  as  large  as  the  paper  will  allow  of  the 

corner  of  a room.  About  the  middle  of  the  wall  on 
the  left  show  a door  about  half-way  open.  Draw 
the  framework  and  panelling  of  the  door  carefully, 
put  a base-board  on  both  walls,  and  shade  the  draw- 
ing lightly.  Use  pen  and  ink  or  pencil.

tion 1.

ed split-complementary  harmony.  Give  the 
names  of  the  colors  that  you  have  selected  as 
split-complementary  colors.

capital  letters  with  serifs.  Make  your  letters  1" 
high.  Place  a line  border  around  your  work.  Fin- 
ish in  pen  and  ink.

of  them  with  red  orange,  another  with  yellow 
orange  and  another  with  blue.  State  to  what 
group  of  color  harmonies  this  belongs.
